One da y I wa s 
deta iled tb gua rd a prisoner who wa s 
working a bout the ba rra cks a nd I 
took a couple of drinks of whiskey .

went to sleep. When I a woke my rifle 
wa s gone a nd the prisoner wa s no­ 
where to be seen. 
ha d to decide quickly . 
I figured 
tha t the punishment for letting a pris­ 
oner esca pe would be a bout a s ha rd a s 
tha t for desertion, so I deserted. I 
went to Seda lia a nd wa s there a rrest­ 
ed for robbing a freight tra in. The 
town ma rsha l a t Seda lia ma de me 
ma d beca use he put on a irs a bout 
ca tching me, so % decided/ to ta ke the 
ca se out of his ha nds by confessing 
desertion a nd letting Uncle Sa m ta ke 
cha rge of the ma tter. I did this to 
get even with the ma rsha l a nd I got 
eighteen months in prison. 
“ The court-ma rtia l tha t tried me 
took a long time considering my ca se. 
My ca pta in testified in my fa vor. He 
told the court of my preventing a pris­ 
oner from esca ping two weeks before 
a nd I guess they couldn’t see why I 
should fun a wa y with a prisoner a t 
a nother time so nea r to it. In the 
prison I ha d trouble with the gua rds 
a nd they ‘got it in for me.’ reporting 
me whenever J broke the most trivia l 
rule.”

The p rayer of the p eti­ 
tions is for exactly the same thing, 
and the Judgment is exactly as the 
one Coleman has asked for,. 
It was a suit by “The state on rela- 
• tion of the attorney general, against 
the city of I^ a 
worth, to forever 
oust said city fro 
exercising or at­ 
tem p ting to exerciSv he T>ower to au­ 
thorize or license the sale of intoxi­ 
cating liquors therein.” 
In March, 1887, the sup rome court 
rendered an op inion which, in effect, 
p ermanently 
enjoined 
Leavenworth

Fayette, O.—Nothing that has hap ­ 
p ened in reqent years has caused 
more interest in this community than 
the birth of four calves from one cow% 
which occurred at the home of H. S. 
Martin, on what is known as 
the 
“Racetrack farm,” and hundreds have 
been to see the cow and calves. 
At first thoughts, excep t to a well 
p osted stockman, the occurrence may 
not seem so wonderful, but the far- 
ther one goes into the matter, the 
more it is to be marveled at. 
A careful search of books and au­ 
thorities, and consultation with stock­ 
men and veterinary surgeons, reveal 
the fact that four calves at one birth 
has never before been rep orted, and 
is, so far as can be learned, absolute­ 
ly unknown. Dr. George E. C6o k, vet­ 
erinarian, asserts that, in his op in­ 
ion, it has never before 
hap p ened, 
while Dr. Perry, the oldest 
veter­ 
inary surgeon in this section, says 
he has llve^ 75 years, and not only 
never saw% but never heard of such 
a thing before. 
As to the p ossibility of a mistake 
being made. In that the calves were 
the p roduct of two cows, instead of 
one, unknown to Mr. 5Iartin, that is 
disp osed of when it is known that 
every other cow on the farm, of which 
ther¿ were six, had already had a 
calf this sp ring, and this was the 
last cow left to come in. 
The cow is just a fairly good grade 
Durham cow*, nothing out of the or­ 
dinary. 
She will weigh about 900 
p ounds. 
The father of the calves 
was a full blood Durham bull, not 
registered, 
weighing 
about 
1,700 
p ounds, who was ^old for beef last 
sp ring. 
Two of the calves are males and 
two females; three are sp otted and- 
one all red. 
All were ap p arently as 
strong as ordinary calves wl^en born, 
and the smallest 
one

New Irish C o u n ^ -^ îrr 


The old Parliament House in Dub­ 
lin, In which, it ex i>ected, the new 
Irish council, or parliament, soon to ^ 
be erected, will hold its sessions, is 
one of the historic buildings of the 
old world. 
It stands 
in 
what 
is 
k nown as College 
Green, 
and 
is 
placed nearly at right angles with 
the west front of Dublin University . 
JLt present the structure is used as 
the head offices of the Bank of Ire­ 
land, but before its rooms were ar­ 
ranged for bank ing 
purposes 
the 
apartments of the old 
Parliament 
House were spacious and eminently 
fitted for the purposes for which they 
had (been constructed. 
The 
room 
where the house of commons 
met 
was circular in form and about fifty - 
five feet in diameter. 
All around the 
commons I'oom was a beautiful cor­ 
ridor, giving access 
to 
committee- 
rooms, cloak rooms, etc. 
The cham­ 
ber in which the house ef lords met 
was 40 feet long by 32 feet wide. At 
one end was a circular niche for the 
throne of the English viceroy , over 
which was a canopy of rich crimson 
velvet. 
Artistic decorations mark ed 
both apartm ents, with beautiful Cor­ 
inthian pillars and tapestry pictures. 


The first stone of the building was 
laid on Feb. 3, 1728, and it was com­ 
pleted in 1739. The independence of 
the Irish parliament was declared in 
1782, but this was nullified by the act 
of union, which was adopted in 1800. 
and a few months later the 
^ric 
structure was sold for £ 40,0bv^ 
he 
ex pense of mak ing arrangements tor 
the meetings of the new Irish council 
would he inconsiderable. 
This body , 
as intimated, will consist of 103 mem­ 
bers, the number of Irish members 
In the British house 
of 
commons, 
with the addition of forty -eight coun­ 
cilors directly elected for larger areas 
having a tax able value of more than 
$ 100. In the scheme, as mapped out, 
arrangem ent is made to have the 
chief secretary for Ireland ex -officio 
chairman of the Irish council, and 
Irish representation at W estminster 
will remain as at present. The old 
Parliam ent House stands on the spot 
formerly occupied by the 
building 
k nown as CWchester House, 
where 
the first parliament convened in Ire­ 
land after the restoration assembled 
on May 8, 1661. and where the first 
parliament convened in Ireland after 
the wars of the revolution in 1692.

Washington—Secretary 
Wilson

tak ing the first steps toward the estab­ 
lishment of a laboratory for the test­ 
ing of apparatus for the use of de­ 
natured alcchol. He is establishing it 
on the assumption that it is his duty 
to assist in the discovery of burners 
that will consume that k ind of fuel^ 
and do it in such a way that there 
will be a permanent mark et for the 
denatured i.roduct. 
The secretary is a firm believer in 
the theory that an American farmer 
in a few* y ears will become a rival of 
the Standard Oil company in the mar­ 
k ets of the world. 
The ai>paratus for the burning of al­ 
cohol will be tested in a scientific 
manner, with but little cost to the in­ 
ventors. 
There is a big tiemand for 
burners that w*ill bring out all the 
heat units contained in alcohol. 
The 
ex periments made in Europe have not 
resiiPed in.the most efficient burners 
imaginable. Secretary Wilson believes 
that American inventors will be able 
to solve the problem of how to burn 
alcohol in a way that will mak e it a 
comi>ctitor vrith oil, but the inventors 
will need encouragement and he is 
getting ready to give it. 
Potatoes are the vegetable from 
which the secretaiy ex pects the farm­ 
ers to mak e the alcohol that is to 
drive farm machinery , light the houses 
of people not living near gas and elec­ 
tric light plants, and furnish the fuel 
that will be cheaper than gas or coal. 
There is a variety that is not edible 
that is said to be rich in the materials 
that will mak e alcohol, and with that 
the department will also conduct ex ­ 
periments. 
The denatured alcohol law* goes into 
effect on Jan. 1 and the treasury de­ 
partment is mak ing regulations for 
the new’ industry .

FISHING IN THE OZARKS. 


Better Sport In the Hill Streams Than 
in Lowland Waters. 


The fish of the mountain and hill 
streams are inch for inch and pound 
for pound much gamer and 
better 
fighters than the members of their 
own tribes in the sluggish streams of 
the bottom countries, say s the Kan­ 
sas City Star. 
North Ark ansas and 
Southern Missouri, 
throifghout 
the 
Ozark mountain region, 
abound 
In 
cold, clear streams in which are to 
be found the ganicst of all the game 
fishes of these, states—the jack sal­ 
mon or wall-ey e 1 pik e. 
This fish at­ 
tains a weight of r.z great as ten and 
twelve pounds, bites readily at a live 
minnow and puts up a fight to be re­ 
membered when once 
it^ is 
fairly 
hook ed. 
Fiihing in these mountain streams 
is not so fast as in the lak es and riv­ 
ers of the low lands and there is 
never the chance to catch large num­ 
bers of fish as in the case 
of 
the 
other waters, but each fish gives a 
battle roy al and ^ever are they drag­ 
ged in lik e w’atei* soak ed chunk s of 
w’ood as is so often the case with the 
fish of the sluggish waters. 
Of the fish in Ozark waters 
the 
most entertaining to the angler are 
the bass, including the striped or 
rock bass, 
the 
small 
and 
large­ 
mouthed bass, the crappy or speck - 
eled perch and Irst but not least, the 
jack salmon, easily the k ing of aH 
the region. Jack salmon are not good 
biters nor are they so abundant in 
these streams that it can be really 
fished for, and therefore, those that 
are caught are generally secured by 
bass fishermen, the bait ior the two 
and method of fishing being much the 
same, ex cept that the salmon rarely 
strik es at a troll. 
There are tv/o general way s of fish­ 
ing for bass in these streams, the first 
with a float and short pole or rod and 
reel, from the bank or from a boat, in 
comparatively still water. 
The sec­ 
ond method is with a long cane pole, 
a line two or three times the length 
of the pole, a heavy sink er three feet 
from the hook and no float at all. In 
this k ind of fly ing the swiftest wa^er 
is sought out and the bait, a live min­ 
now, 
cast far 
out into the rai ’ds 
where the water Is lashed into f * th 
and w’aves of large size are con t du­ 
ally foaming writhing and seetlr ig. 
It is because of this that the he vy 
sink er is employ ed as a small < ue 
would never hold the bate Iri sue’' a 
current, and a float would only rdd 
to the difficultie.s of the gam a 
This fishing requires considerable 
sk ill, as the long line is hard to han­ 
dle, both in putting out the''bait and 
in landing the fish, and one not ex pert 
In its use will almost invariably lose 
such fish as strik e. 
It is highly ex ­ 
citing, however, and is a fair pitting 
of the angler’s sk ill agaipst the cun­ 
ning of the fish, and therefore should 
appeal to every true^sportsman.
